For Overseas 


• ALLEVIATING the book short- 
age of universities overseas is the 
purpose of the Westminster Foun- 
dation book drive which begins to- 
morrow. Sponsored by the World 
Student Service Fund, the drive 
will continue until the Christmas 
holidays. 

Large box and barrel containers 
will be placed in the main halls, 
of Buildings C and D, the Student 
Clt|b, Stockton and Corcoran Halls, 
so that students may deposit their 
book contributions for the stu- 
dents overseas. 

During the war in Europe’ and 
the Far East many libraries wore 
destroyed, causing serious book 
famine. In India and China it is it 
necessary to mimeograph copies of 
books in order to supply depleted 
editions. 

These foreign students need 
standard, fairly recent texts, par- 
ticularly ip'' English literature, 
chemistry, physics, history, and 
sociology. There is’ less demand 
for mathematics . and language 
books although those are required 
in some parts. 

Books which are ( the most diffi- 
cult for these students ^o obtain 
are in specialized ^and professional 
fields such as medicine, engnecr- 
ing, and business. Other fields, in- 
cluding home economics, iriduslrial 
arts, music, religion, and ethics 
also need to be covered. 

World Student Service is an in- 
ternational organization whose 
Aryrican branch was started in 
1937. With the slogan “Three R's 
for Peace — Relief, Rehabilitation, 
and Reconstruction,” the Service 
Fund makes its appeal for books 
primarily to students in the Unit- 
ed States, but it alsosollfits books 
from the general public. The ac- 
tivities of the World Student Serv- 
ice Fund extend to all the war- 
devastated areas of the world.

In the long, run, the dance itself acted as a kind of 
sedative that eased the pain of having to fork out two 
bucks per man to pay off debts already Incurred, and 
to set up an interfratemity intramural insurance plan 
for the remainder of the college year. A plan to cover 
basketball players and participants in sports next 
semester goes into effect this week. Rates are reason- 
able. Three dollars per man is the total premium for 
the period ending in September, 1949. The IFC plans 
to pay one dollar of this from its own funds. Fraterni- 
ties will be responsible for the remainder. - 
While a satisfactory insurance plan did not arise 
immediately, we have one now that will serve to cover 
some intramural athletes. Time should not be lost In 
setting up some plan to be effective in football season 
next year. The IFC can arrange for this only so far 
as fraternities are concerned. 

Independents, organized politically or socially, or 
united purely in a desire to participate in intramural 
sports, deserve some consideration. They deserve the 
same consideration — the same kind ol insurance plan 
that has already been put into effect for Greeks 
through the IFC. 

Although the IFC has no power beyond Its own do- 
main, It may continue to investigate and suggest. Only 
through combined cooperation and coordination be-_ 
tween administration and student representatives can 
the whole problem be satisfactorily solved.

But the third bomb made of a gallon of gasoline 
tied to a railroad incendiary flare, burst Into flame* 
and Ignited the wood.

We are confident Howard Mitdhell will live up to the responsibility
